Thomas Edison State College has been awarded a federal grant to con- 
duct an economic analysis of a region that comprises 19 urban 
municipalities in northern and central New Jersey that will help cre- 


ate sustainable economic growth. 


The $240,000 grant, provided by the U.S. Eco- 
nomic Development Administration, supports the 
North-Central New Jersey Urban Economic Analy- 
sis Project, a collaborative effort of The John S. Wat- 
son Institute for Public Policy of Thomas Edison State 
College, The New Jersey Urban Mayors Association, 
state agencies, local businesses and nonprofit and 
civic organizations. 


“This grant enables us to create opportunities for 
economic growth, training and educational programs 
and to help local leaders throughout New Jersey 
develop regional plans that leverage the strengths of 
existing industries and businesses in their communi- 
ties," said Dr. George A. Pruitt, president of Thomas 
Edison State College. “We are honored to lead this 
collaborative project that will help strengthen our 
state." 


U.S. Senator Frank Lautenberg, who helped se- 
cure the federal funding for Thomas Edison State 
College, applauded the project. 


“This critical federal funding is seed money to 
help grow more jobs and sprout stronger urban 
economies in New Jersey," said Lautenberg, a mem- 
ber of the Appropriations Subcommittee that funds 
this program. “This grant opens the door for future 
investment and signals a strong commitment to help 
revitalize our communities and create sustained eco- 
nomic growth." 


The two-year project will assess strengths, weak- 
nesses and challenges in developing strong, viable 
economic development plans in northern and central 
New Jersey, including Asbury Park, Bayonne, Bloom- 
field, East Orange, Elizabeth, Hoboken, Irvington, 
Jersey City, Lakewood, Neptune, Newark, New 
Brunswick, Orange, Passaic, Paterson, Perth Amboy, 
Plainfield, Roselle and Woodbridge. 


Mayor Wayne Smith of Irvington, NJ 
was among the municipal leaders on 
hand at a recent press conference by 
U.S. Senator Frank Lautenberg. 


Total funding for the project is $400,000, which 
includes $160,000 in funding provided by Thomas 
Edison State College. 


Data from the project will serve as a framework 
for a comprehensive economic development strategy 
and planning tool for creating sustainable economic 
growth in urban communities throughout northern 
and central New Jersey. 


The analysis will also enable leaders in govern- 
ment, business, higher education and the community 
to track job creation, infrastructure stability, innova- 
tions in biotech and communication technology, en- 
trepreneurial opportunities and vocational and 
college-based training initiatives in the region. 


“This project will provide the opportunity for the 
higher education community to create programs that 
enable students to prepare for careers — not just jobs," 
said Pruitt. “This could create a career pipeline for 
urban residents who require suitable skills to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunities of economic develop- 
ment." 


The project includes the assessment of the capac- 
ity of organizations to provide resources to the com- 
munities that help grow jobs and create career 
opportunities and identifying how communities can 
access those skill sets. 


While New Jersey is considered one of the wealth- 
iest states in the country, there is a great disparity in 
per capita income between urban and suburban com- 
munities. The towns and cities targeted in the North- 
Central New Jersey Urban Economic Analysis 
Project illustrate the rich cultural diversity and eco- 
nomic differences in the urban municipalities of 
Essex, Hudson, Middlesex, Monmouth, Ocean, Pas- 
saic and Union counties.

This lifestyle landed him in prison 
on a life sentence. Art served the majority 
of his time behind the rigorous walls of Rah- 
way Prison now known as East Jersey State 
Prison. During his stay, he and other inmates 
organized the renowned Lifer's Group Juve- 
nile Awareness Program, which aired on 
national television as Scared Straight. This 
program was formed to steer high-risk juve- 
niles in the right direction by using "tough 
love" methods. Known for its’ "in your face" 
and raw, direct approach tactics, this pro- 
gram was acclaimed for its success. 


Art earned an Associates Degree in Busi-

Captain 
of Muhammad Mosque # 25 in the City of 
Newark, under the guidance of the Honor- 
able Minister Louis Farrakhan, where he 
trains God fearing men to be humble, toler- 
ant, courteous, honest, and dependable. 


Art has occasionally done Executive Secu- 
rity for many professionals and artists in the 
entertainment business. However, one of his 
biggest post-boxing achievements was his 
assistance in the historical gathering of 
"Bloods" and “Crips” gang members of six 
different sects in one room, without incident, 
to sign a cease-fire peace treaty a reality, 
constantly working to help make this peace 
treaty a reality.
